is commonly regarded as father 
of the Burning Springs Associa¬ 
tion. 

Elder Williams, who came to 
Kentucky from North Carolina 
with Daniel Boone, helped de¬ 
tent) boonesborcugn an.) tougm 
in the Battle of Blue Licks. Later 
he removed to Montgomery coun¬ 
ty and preached at the Lulbegrud 
church near where Ml Sterling 
now stands. He came to the 
present site of West Liberty and 
settled in 1804, being the first 
permanent settler of West Lib¬ 
erty. 

He had been a member of the 
Salem Association in Virginia and 
after coming to Morgan county he 
preached over a wide section and 
helped organize seven churches. 
These he gathered together at the 
South Fork church in Morgan 
county in 1812 and proposed or¬ 
ganization of a separate associa¬ 
tion. it being difficult to attend 
the North Kentucky Association 
in the Bluegrass section of Cei- 
tral Kentucky. Accordingly, the 
seven churches met next year a: 
the Burning Springs church in 
the present Magoffin county and 
organized Ihe Burning Springs 
Association. Elder Williams was 
elected moderator of the associa • 
tion and served almost oontinu- 
ou*)y mtil his death in 1820 

Elder Williams’ rifle has been 
returned to Morgan county and 
will be on display when the DAR 
marker is unveiled at his grave 
at Caney next month. Other it¬ 
ems belonging to the early chur !. 
patriarch also will be displayed, 
including his tin lantern and pos¬ 
sibly his Bible.

Mr. Sloan gave an informative 
talk on "Problems Confronting 
Public Education in Kentucky." 

He told his audience, "You are 
stockholders in the company that 
produces education for your chil¬ 
dren. But your board of direc¬ 
tors (school boards) and the 
managers of the various branches 
(school superintendents and prin¬ 
cipals) can’t find enough of the 
right employees to do the job 
Something must be done to find 
the teachers who are needed to 
staff school rooms which our 
children are overflowing. 

"There will be a shortage of 
370.000 classrooms and over 120,- 
000 teachers this year in the na¬ 
tion. In Kentucky 400 more teach¬ 
ers will be needed this year to 
take care of the increase in en¬ 
rollment alone. And 12'll of the 
present teachers are emergency 
teachers already. 

"The teachers are champions 
of democracy. But Kentucky’s 
schools receive only $35 million 
state aid as compared to $95 mil¬ 
lion in Tennessee. Kentucky 
needs $55 million in state aid for 
its schools Actually $17'* mil¬ 
lion is needed to fully finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program 
for Education in Kentucky "
